son as the m an who had offered for 
sale M iss M orton’s w atch last S a tu r­ 
day night. 
The attem pted identifica­ 
tion w as m ade yesterday a t the Middle­ 
sex county jail, when Mason w as placed 
in a group of 6 men and when N esm er 
declared he could not say th a t any one 
of the men had been 
in 
his 
store. 
W hen th e 
jew eler’s 
atten tio n 
was 
draw n particularly to the third man In 
th e lin e—M ason—he 
announced 
th at 
he “m ight have seen th a t m an before.” 
Bo contradictory have been N em ser’s 
statem en ts w ith relation to 
the 
de­ 
scription of the m an in the case th a t 
the police have lost faith in his ju d g ­ 
m ent. 
Such is their conclusion of the 
m an’s 
varying 
descriptions 
of 
the 
m an who sold him the w atches stolen 
from M iss M orton and Miss Agnes Me- 
Phee, who w as m urdered 
in 
Som er­ 
ville. 
An im portant 
detail 
in connection 
•with the disposal of the w atches was 
the establishm ent th a t the signatures 
on the checks k.eDLauJQjg by the jew ­ 
eler in identification or 
the 
persons 
who offered him the 
articles,

w ritten by one and the sam e person. 
This confirm s the theory th a t the two 
wom en w ere m urdered by

each instance, or th a t he w as a negro.

The emperor wore the undress uniform 
of a British admiral.

joined his majesty, who subsequently re­ 
ceived the British court officials also sen! 
to attend him and the other members of 
the German embassy. 
After breakfast the emperor landed, 
the crew of the Hohensullern manning1 
ship and cheering lustily and the Britten 
warships firing another salute as the em­ 
peror boarded a train for Dover on hid 
way to BhoshornclIff camp, where he will 
review the First Royal 
Dragoons, 
of 
which regina ut he is a honorary colonel 
In chief.

By Associated Pron to Th® Sun, 
W ASHINGTON, Nov. 7.—The an n u ­ 
al report of General M. I. Ludington, 
O. M. O., is a review of the work done 
by his departm ent during the year. 
The most interesting feature is what 
he has to suy regarding the transports, 
in view of the desire in some quarters 
to dispose of them. 
He says th a t the 
ships are fitted up in the best possible 
shape for the transportation of troops, 
and that representatives of foreign n a ­ 
tions have asked for plans of the fit­ 
ting* with a view of im proving their 
transports. The report continues: 
“Of the m any thousands of 
persons 
who have been transported on the ves­ 
sel* of the arm y 
transport 
service 
since its inception, not one life hns 
been sacrificed by reason of any fault 
in the fitting or accommodation upon 
the arm y transports. 
“In view of this excellent record, and 
of the experience of the departm ent In 
its futile efforts to 
secure 
suitable 
commercial ships for the tran sp o rta ­ 
tion of the arm ies during 
the 
war 
with Spain and the further fact that 
when withdrawn from active 
service 
tile transports cannot be ad v an tag e­ 
ously disposed 
f by sale, I nm firmly 
convinced that even though 
circum ­ 
stances should permit the w ithdraw al 
of the tranports from regular line ser­ 
vice to the Philippine Islands, It would 
he wise policy to retain 
a 
sufficient 
num ber of transports as a part of the 
equipment of the army, to be economi­

Baron von M uenchhausen is a m em ­ 
ber of a famous Germ an family which 
dates from 15S7. 
The testim ony 
showed th a t 
an ex­ 
convict nam ed Eissler living in 
S tu tt­ 
gart, telegraphed to F ra u von Quit- 
zow, a noblewoman residing in Ber­ 
lin, who undertakes to obtain wealthy 
wives for arm y officers, saying th a t 
if she had a titled officer on active 
service 
for an American fortune of 
$7,500,000 to let him know. 
F rau von Quitzow put Eissler 
in 
communication with Baron von M u­ 
enchhausen, who is a lieutenant in the 
Prussian artillery. 
The baron, according to statem ents 
made In court, agreed to give Eissler 
5 per cent, of the money of the heiress 
he was to wed in the event of the 
m arriage taking place, end he signed 
conditional bills for $375,000. 


On 
these bills Eissler raised money 
in Berlin from a num erous group of 
persons, which included 
Pincus 
and 
the two Mendelssohns and Baron von 
Muenchhausen was provided with the 
cash with which he paid the expenses 
of his 
journey to the United * States. 
E issler’* partner in this adventure 
was a lady’s maid who had been form ­ 
erly in the service of the rich Ameri­ 
can woman referred to by Eissler: she 
preceded the 
baron to 
the 
United 
States to negotiate the m arriage, but 
her efforts were not successful. 
The nam e of the heiress in question 
was not disclosed in court. 
Baron von Muenchhausen did make 
the acquaintance while in the U. S. of 
M artha W ashington Beckel, a widow 
of m oderate wealth, to whom, according 
to the G erm an peerage, he was m ar­ 
ried Dec. 23, 1898- 
Since his m arriage 
the baron 
has 
been living with his wife on his estate 
near Schw’obler, Hanover. 
On his return 
to Germany, Baron 
von M uenchhausen had 
to 
reckon 
with the holders of his bills. 
A com­ 
promise w as negotiated with Pincus 
and the Mendelssohn*, xvho surrender­ 
ed 
his paper on 
the 
paym ent 
of 
com paratively small sums. 
Baron 
von 
M uenchhausen 
after­ 
wards accused these men of blackmail 
and the m a tter was thus brought into 
court.

was left an orphan owing to the death 
of his father. His m other Is a good 
representative of th at sturdy stock of 
Irish women whose devotion to their 
families have caused them to gain the 
respect of all classes of people w her­ 
ever C hristianity and civilization ex­ 
ists. 
Although left with a large fam ­ 
ily at the death of her husband 
Mrs 
Brady's first thought was to give her 
young son as good an education as was 
possible under the circumstances, so 
she sent him to the public 
schools 
which he attended till old enough to 
go to work. 
Being anxious to assist 
his m other he found employment 
in 
C lark’s machine 
shop, 
afterw ards 
working in the Middlesex, Carpet and 
Bleachery mills. 
Leaving 
the 
latter 
place he accepted a 
position as clerk 
for the well-known grocery 
firm 
of 
Julius Stiles & Co., and after a short 
term of service he was appointed their 
foreman. 
Having served in this 
ca­ 
pacity with the firm for six years he 
branched out into business on his own 
account. 
The head of 
the 
firm 
in 
those days was Mr. Julius Stiles, a well 
known democrat who had served in the 
board of aldermen and board of over 
seers of the poor and whose death last 
spring was deeply regretted 
by 
all 
classes of citizens.

himself, Mr. Brady has been very sue

His success 
in business Is due in no small degree 
to his obliging disposition, hig^feadi- 
ness to assist or accommodate, which 
coupled with la genial generous nature 
makes him hundreds of friends who 
delight in dealing with him. 
Socially, 
Mr. Brady is a pleasant man to meet; 
he is plain and unassum ing 
in 
his 
m anner; an agreeable and entertain­ 
ing conversationalist and his greeting 
to an acquaintance has a 
cordiality 
unm arred by the thin veneer of hypo­ 
crisy which is too often apparent In 
the m anners of a public man. 
The most charming feature about Mr. 
Brady and the one which wins for him 
the most and the warmest of friends is 
the fact that all through life, as boy and 
as man, he has always oeen ready and 
willing to heip a deserving person in dis­ 
tress, and if the number of his 
good 
deeds In this respect was known through­ 
out the city, nobody would wonder that 
Mr. Brady is a general favorite, nobody 
would wonder why he has been so popu­ 
lar as a candidate and so highly esteem­ 
ed as a man. His devotion to the Court­ 
ney family as shown by the financial re­ 
sponsibility he assumed during the be­ 
reavements and tribulations w’hich af­ 
flicted that family may be mentioned as 
an instance. 
It may be said without fear of contra­ 
diction that there is not a business man 
in Lowell today who did more to help 
young men Into positions, to find employ­ 
ment for men who had families to sup­ 
port, and to succor distress wherever he 
found It than did Hon. Peter J. Brady. 
But Mr. Brady performs 
all such 
acts of kindness quietly and without 
ostentation or promise of reward. We 
all know too well that some people are 


waling to be philanthropic occasional­ 
ly for the notoriety they get out of it; 
but it has been the fixed habit of Mr. 
Brady’s life th at he has always been 
ready and anxious to help those w'ho 
called upon him for assistance in any 
worthy cause. 
He has long been a member of vari­ 
ous fraternal societies, including 
the 
Elks, the Foresters and more recently 
of the K nights of Columbus and the 
Royal Arcanum in which he takes a 
keen interest. 
At the social events of ail the more 
prominent fraternal organizations in the 
city Mr. Brady is among the 
invited 
guests and is always cordially welcomed 
both as a friend and as a citizen. 
Mr. Brady is a bachelor, 
still 
living 
with his mother in the old homestead oc­ 
cupied by the Brady family for upwards 
of half a century. His mother naturally 
takes a great interest In his career and 
feels justly proud 
of 
the 
distinction 
which he has achieved. 


THE HON. PETER J. BRADY. 


Hon. Peter J. Brady first entered poli­ 
tics in the fall of *82 as a candidate for 
the common council, lie was threatened 
at the time with disappointment and de­ 
feat, but he went into the contest and in­ 
stead of being beaten, received the high­ 
est vote of any candidate. He was re­ 
nominated and re-elected, receiving the 
highest vote both at the caucus and at 
the polis of any candidate In that partic­ 
ular ward. His two years of service in 
the common council were of such a sat­ 
isfactory nature to his constituents that 
in the campaign of 1884 they nominated 
him for the legislature. Of course he 
was elected, and on account Of his popu­ 
larity the ward broke away from estab­ 
lished custom and gave him the regular 
democratic nomination for the two fol­ 
lowing years. 
This was the strongest 
proof of the esteem In which Mr. Brady 
was held by his constituents throughout 
the district. But lf any further proof 
were necessary it was furnished tho fol­ 
lowing year when at the instigation of 


his party he ran Independently against 
Mr. Nolan and received a splendid vindi­ 
cation at the polls, thus proving beyond 
all question that he had been cheated out 
of the nomination which belonged to him, 
but of which he was robbed In a snap 
caucus. 
In pursuing this course Mr. 
Brady prevented the election of a re­ 
publican. It Is true that the republicans 
anticipating his victory, endorsed 
his 
candidacy 
without any solicitation or 
acceptance on his part, and this can In 
no way be construed against him as an 
alliance with the republican party. 
SERVICE IN LEGISLATURE. 
During his long term of service In 
the legislature he served upon the fol­ 
lowing Im portant committees: print­ 
ing, Housatonic Troy St Greenfield R. 
R. public health and prisons. For three 
years he was one of the monitors of 
the house, a position of considerable 
Importance. As a legislator he was al­ 
ways prom pt and regular in his a t­ 
tendance and on every measure with 


Which the democratic party was iden­ 
tified he was always found laboring 
for its succeasful passage. 
His rec­ 
ord on labor legislation is such as to 
entitle him to the vote of every wage 
earner in this district. 
Among the 
many m easures that were enacted or 
legislated upon while he was a mem­ 
ber of the house may be quoted: The 
Weekly Paym ents bill; Employers’ Li­ 
ability bill; Fifty-E ight 
Hour 
law; 
W eaver’s Fines bill: 
the 
Australian 
Ballot law; and the Abolition of the 
Poll Tag. all of 
which received Mr. 
Brady’s endorsement' 
In addition to the above 
may 
be 
mentioned such great and Just meas­ 
ures as the laws 
establishing 
tho 
board of arbitration and 
conciliation, 
abolition of contract convict labor, the 
Incorporation of labor 
societies, 
the 
making of Labor Day a holiday, 
the 
Tobin Soldiers’ exemption 
bill, 
establishm ent of the 110,000 state re­ 
lief fund for firemen and the Saturday 
half holiday, while he was unalterably 
opposed to the establishm ent of bien­ 
nial elections, all sum ptuary laws and 
such measures aa sought to take away 
from towns and cities 
their 
local 
rights. His opposition to the unjust di­ 
vision of towns, and the giving of ex­ 
traordinary privileges to railroads and 
other corporations 
wan especially no­ 
ticeable. 
W ith the members of the legislature 
hp was a universal favorite by reason 
of his quiet and unostentatious 
m an­ 
ner. Hon. Edward M. 
Tuck#, 
who 
served with him 
In the 
legislature, 
spoke of him in term s of the highest 
praise. 
"In Peter J. Brady,” he said, 
"the democrats have nominated a can­ 
didate who should receive the united 
support of every voter in the party. It 
was my good fortune to serve 
two 
years in the house of representatives 
with Mr. Bradv and during that time 
I had an excellent opportunity to judge 
hin character and ability. 
"He Is not an orator, but in the com­ 
mittees, where the 
really 
Important 
work Is done, he was an 
Intelligent 
and indefatigable worker and his gen­ 
tlemanly bearing and deportment won 
for him the respect and confidence of 
his associates in both parties. 
It will

In 1893, he was nominated for state 
senator and after a hard fought con­ 
test, succeeded in winning 
a signal 
victory over the Hon. Frederick Law­ 
ton, now Judge of the superior 
court 
and the following year was nom inat­ 
ed for the senate, but was beaten 
by 
Ether 8. Foss, through the Interven­ 
tion of Thomas F. Connolly as an In­ 
dependent candidate. 
RECORD IN THE RENATE. 
While In the senate Mr. Brady ren­ 
dered Invaluable service to this city in

E G ETA B LES should alw ays ba 
boiled in plenty of w ater—all, 
th a t is, except peas. 
By th is 
m eans any unpleasantness of flavor la 
carried off. 
W here vegetables are known to ba 
less digestible th an others it is a good 
plan to parboil them ; 
then, 
having 
poured aw ay the first w ater, boil them 
again in a fresh supply. 
The tim e for boiling vegetables de­ 
pends, of course, upon their freshness 
and size. 
All greens, such as cabbages, etc., ara 
m uch im proved by being bolled w ith a 
little carbonate of soda. 
Soda should not, however, be used 
In the case of broccoli or cauliflower, 
which, by the way, requires very care­ 
ful 
boiling, 
or its appearance 
gets 
spoiled. 
Tom atoes are specially good for dys­ 
pepsia, and lentils are not only m ost 
nourishing, but m ost easily cooked and 
digested. 
P otatoes should alw ays be bolled In a 
saucepan specially kept for them. 
If 
the pan is used for any other vegeta­ 
bles, they will become discolored. 
They are best w hen bolled in th eir 
skins. 
W hen peeled, they lose th e ir 
flavor and the salt, w hich pass out int* 
the w-ater. They should be all of a size, 
w hether large or sm all. 
Cold turnips, greens or spinach can 
be heated by putting them In a basin 
and placing them in a saucepan of boil­ 
ing w ater over the fire. 
P u t on the lid 
and steam till w arm ed through. 
A nother m ethod of heating cold broc­ 
coli, etc., Is to mince the greens or spin­ 
ach very finely, let them get very hot 
In the oven, then place them on rash ers 
of fried bacon w ith poached eggs on th* 
top. This m akes a very appetizing dish. 
Serve vegetables directly they a rs 
done. 
They should not be allowed to 
rem ain in the w'ater for a m om ent after 
they have once been boiled. 


Care of a Bunion. 
B athe a bunion in hot w ater to whtcK 
a teaspoonful of salt, a tablespoonful 
of starch and a few drops of arn ica 
have been added.

m urdering Miss Morton. 
In fact, 
the 
police were compelled last night to be­ 
lieve thnt Mason stood out clearer in 
the light of an innocent man. 
This 
status of mind is caused for the most 
part by the failure of Joseph Nemser, 
the West End jeweler, to Identify Ma 
son as the man who had offered for 
sale Miss Morton’s watch last S a tu r­ 
day night. 
The attem pted identifica­ 
tion w as made yesterday a t the Middle­ 
sex county jail, when Mason was placed 
in a group of nix men and when Nes­ 
t e r declared he could not say that any 
one of the men hod been in his store. 
When the 
jeweler's 
attention 
was 
drawn particularly to the third man in 
the line—Mason—he 
announced 
that 
he "might have seen that m an before." 
So contradictory have been N em ser’s 
statem ents with relation to 
the 
de- 
acriptlon of the man In the case that 
the police have lost faith in his ju d g ­ 
ment. 
Such is their conclusion of the 
m an's 
varying 
descriptions 
of 
the 
m an who sold him the watches stolen 
from Miss Morton and Miss Agnes Mo- 
Pbee, who was murdered 
in 
Homer­ 
ville. 
An im portant 
detail 
in connection 
with the disposal of the watches was 
the establishm ent that the signatures 
on the checks kent on file by the Jew­ 
eler In identification of 
the 
persons 
who offered him the 
articles, 
were 
written by one and the sam e person. 
This confirms the theory thnt the two 
women were murdered by 
the 
same 
man. 
But jeweler Nemser 
has 
not 
agreed at all times that the man who 
sold the watches was n white man In 
each instanee, or that he was it negro. 
The state police are instituting an ex­ 
pert exam ination of the signatures in 
comparison with Alan Mason’s h an d ­ 
writing. 


Other features of the case were the 
arrest last night at W atertow n of 
ti 
young m u latto on suspicion. 
11* was taken to this city and confront­ 
ed by Jeweler Nearner, but the 
latter 
failed to identify him. 
The man was 
released. A new turn has been given the 
mystery by the allegation by Mrs. Sayres 
of Watertown in jail yesterday afternoon 
that Aion Mason was the man who had 
annoyed her in the rooms of the Natural 
History building, this city, last summer. 
This Is interesting In the light of the 
fact that one Soderquest was convicted 
and sentenced as a "Jack the Slugger," 
for„_assault on a woman in the same 
building. 
Still another clue for the police Is the 
statement of a Winchester nurse that 
she saw a negro hoard a train at North 
Cambridge and leave it at Waverley Just 
before the murder of Miss Morton. This 
fulls In line with the theory of the Bos­ 
ton police that the murderer was a ne­ 
gro and not a white man.

It would be am using were It. not alarm ing to notice the 
vagaries 
force in the m anagem ent of the national treasury by Secretary Shaw'. 
About a month ago he announced a suspension of the law which safe­ 
guards the treasury and extended to national banks the privilege of putting 
up state and municipal bonds as security for deposit of public funds. 
Now 
Secretary Shaw' has revoked the privilege and announces that the d ep art­ 
ment will complete all transactions actually before it now, but the am ounts 
received and underw ay carry the experiment about as far aa the d ep art­ 
ment wishes to go. 
It seems that this departm ent which is the most im portant in its relation 
to the prosperity of tho country, is conducted upon the mere whim of 
the 
secretary. 
The departure referred to, it is now apparent, was made to pro­ 
tect the speculators of Wall street. 
If the secretary of the treasury be permitted thus to nullify the law for 
the benefit of a special class or even a lot of speculators, there is no tell­ 
ing w hat evil m ay result. 
These varying phases of financial policy 
are b u t illustrating the short­ 
comings of the gold standard as established by the government. 
The n a ­ 
tional finances have been juggled every few m onths during the past two 
years; as the treasury departm ent requires to be continually on the alert 
in order to prevent the recurrence of a money panic. 
Already 
a 
financial 
stringency has appeared In which 
financial disaster was 
threatened In va­ 
rious p arts of the country. 
There la no telling when It m ay reappear, even 
in a more dangerous form. 
The govem orm ent financeers do not know; 
the 
bankers themselves do 
not 
know 
and certainly 
the 
people do not 
know. 
One thing certain 
in the m atter and patent to all classes Is that the money kings can create 
a money panic whenever it suits their purposes and this 
is why the people 
are never safe under such conditions. 
The New York C ham ber of Commerce has form ulated a resolution 
for 
the reconstruction of the currency system of the country, to be brought b e­ 
fore congress a t the coming session. 
The fault found with the present cu r­ 
rency system Is Its insufficient elasticity to meet the dem ands of business. 
In support of the resolution the leading member of the cham ber made 
the 
following statem ent: 
It cannot be sound finance if m oney for weeks is worth ten or tw enty- 
five per cent. 
Money in this city never ought to 
have risen over six per 
cent., if we had a sound financial fiscal policy. 
I believe there are ways in 
which it can be avoided and without saying any further I should like to 
offer this resolution: 
Recent experiences having again dem onstrated the insufficient elasticity 
of 
our m onetary system, so as to a d a p t itself to legitim ate requirem ents; 
be It 
Resolved, T hat It be referred to th e committee on finance and currency, 
to report to the cham ber such feasible m easures as in Its opinion would 
tend to provide against a m onetary situation such as we have had recently 
to deal with.

These men were not 62 and were not

interest 
d e­ 
manded that they should render ser­ 
vice, but the personnel act 
offered 
them the inducement of promotion to 
the next higher grade to ask for re ­ 
tirement. 
A captain so far down the 
list that he would reach the retiring 
age before he reached the grade 
of 
rear-adm iral can secure the title and 
the retired pay of rear-adm iral at once 
by going on the 
retired 
list. 
The 
country loses his services, but some 
junior gets a promotion and that 
is 
the im portant thing. There is complaint 
that the navy is short of officers, but 
the governm ent goes on offering the 
older ones of those th a t It has a large 
financial bonus to retire from the s e r­ 
vice.

he is plain and unassum ing 
in 
his 
manner; an agreeable and entertain­ 
ing conversationalist and his greeting 
to an acquaintance has a 
cordiality 
unmarred by the thin veneer of hypo­ 
crisy which is too often apparent In 
the manners of a public man. 
The most charming feature about Mf. 
Brady aud the one which wins for him 
the most and the warmest of friends is 
the fact that all through life, as boy and 
as man, he has always oeen ready and 
willing to help a deserving person in dis 
tress, and if the number of his 
good 
deeds in this respect was known through­ 
out tho city, nobody would wonder that 
Mr. Brady is a general favorite, nobody 
would wonder why he has been so popu­ 
lar as a candidate and so highly esteem­ 
ed as a man. His devotion to the Court­ 
ney family as shown by the financial re­ 
sponsibility he assumed during the be­ 
reavements and tribulations which af­ 
flicted that family may be mentioned as 
an instance. 
It may be said without fear of contra­ 
diction that there is not a business man 
in Lowell today who did more to help 
young men into positions, to find employ­ 
ment for men who had families to sup­ 
port, and to succor distress wherever he 
found it than did Hon. Peter J. Brady. 
But Mr. Brady performs 
all such 
acts of kindness quietly and without 
ostentation or promise of reward. We 
all know too well that some people are

Hon. Peter J. Brady first entered poli­ 
tics in the fall of ’S2 as a candidate for 
the common council. He was threatened 
at the time with disappointment and de­ 
feat, but he went into the contest and in­ 
i' stead of being beaten, received the high­ 
est vote of any candidate. He was re­ 
nominated and re-elected, receiving the 
highest vote both at the caucus and at 
tho polls of any candidate in that partic­ 
ular ward. His two years of service in 
the common council were of such a sat­ 
isfactory nature to his constituents that 
In tho campaign of 1884 they nominated 
him for the legislature. Of course he 
was elected, and on account of his popu­ 
larity the ward broke away from estab­ 
lished custom and gave him the regular 
democratic nomination for the two fol­ 
lowing years. 
This was the strongest 
proof of the esteem in which Mr. Brady 
wag held by his constituents throughout 
the district. But lf any further proof 
were necessary it was furnished the fol­ 
lowing year when at the instigation of 


his party he ran independently against 
Mr. Nolan and received a splendid vlndi 
cation at the polls, thus proving beyond 
all question that he baal been cheated out 
of the nomination which belonged to bim, 
but of which he was robbed in a snap 
caucus. 
In pursuing this course Mr. 
Brady prevented the election of a re­ 
publican. It is true that the republicans 
anticipating his victory, endorsed 
his 
candidacy 
without any solicitation 
or 
acceptance on his part, and this can In 
no way be construed against him as an 
alliance with the republican party. 
SERVICE IN LEGISLATURE. 
During his long term of service in 
the legislature he served upon the fol­ 
lowing important committees: 
print­ 
ing, Housatonic Troy & Greenfield R. 
R. public health and prisons. For three 
years he was one of the monitors of 
the house, a position of considerable 
Importance. As a legislator he was a l­ 
ways prompt and regular In his a t­ 
tendance and on every measure with 


which the democratic party was iden­ 
tified he was alw ays found laboring 
for its successful passage. 
His rec­ 
ord on labor legislation is such as to 
entitle him to the vote of every wage 
earner in this district. 
Among the 
many measures that were enacted or 
legislated upon while he was a mem­ 
ber of the house may be quoted: The 
W eekly P aym ents bill; Employers’ Li­ 
ability bill; F ifty-E ight 
Hour 
law; 
W eaver’s Finen bill; 
the 
Australian 
Ballot law; and the Abolition of the 
Poll Ta?, al! of 
which received Mr. 
Brady’s endorsement. 
In addition to the above 
may 
be 
mentioned such great and just meas­ 
ures as the laws 
establishing 
the 
board of arbitration and 
conciliation, 
abolition of contract convict labor, the 
incorporation of labor 
societies, 
the 
making of Labor Day a holiday, 
the 
Tobin Soldiers’ exemption 
bill, 
the 
establishment of the 110,000 state re­ 
lief fund for firemen and the Saturday 
half holiday, while he was unalterably 
opposed to the establishm ent of bien­ 
nial elections, all sumptuary laws and 
such measures aa sought to take away 
from towns and cities 
their 
local 
rights. Ills opposition to the unjust di­ 
vision of towns, and the g i v i n g of ex­ 
traordinary privileges to railroads and 
other corporations 
was especially no­ 
ticeable. 
With the members of the legislature 
lie was a universal favorite by reason 
of his quiet and unostentatious 
man­ 
ner. 
Hon. Edw ard M. 
Tucke, 
who 
served with him 
in the 
legislature, 
spoke of him in terms of the highest 
praise. 
“In Peter J. Brady*" he said, 
“the dem ocrats have nominated a can­ 
didate who should receive tho united 
support of every voter in the party. It 
was my good fortune to serve 
two 
years in the house of representatives 
with Mr. Bradv and during that time 
I had an excellent opportunity to Judge 
his character and ability. 
"He is not an orator, but in the com­ 
m ittees. where the 
really 
important 
work is done, he was an 
intelligent 
and indefatigable worker and his gen­ 
tlemanly bearing and deportment won 
for him the respect and confidence of 
his associates in both parties. 
It will 
be a pleasure for me to do my share 
as a democrat In helping to elect him 
and I am sure the wisdom of (he con­ 
vention that placed him In nomination 
will be indorsed at the polls.’’ 
After completing his 
service In the 
legislature Mr. Brady settled down to 
enlarge his business and it was during 
the five following years that he laid 
the foundation of the extensive groc­ 
ery business which he conducts to- 
day. 
In 1893, he was nominated for state 
senator and after a hard fought con­ 
test, succeeded in winning 
a signal 
victory over the Hon. Frederick Law­ 
ton, now Judge of the superior 
court 
und the following year waa nominat­ 
ed for the senate, but was beaten 
by 
Ether 8. Foss, through the interven­ 
tion of Thomas F. Connelly as an in­ 
dependent candidate. 
RECORD IN THE SENATE. 
While in the senate Mr. Brady ren­ 
dered invaluable service to this city In 


the prodigious am ount of work which 
he performed tow ards 
bringing 
the 
normal school to Lowell. 
There was 
no other o fficia l who did as much to 
accomplish that desirable end as did 
Mr. Brady by personal canvass and so­ 
licitation and b^ securing the influence 
of the most prominent members of t^ie 
legislature to work in Low'ell’s fav o r In 
securing a normal school. 
Not 
for 
many years had the educational in te r­ 
e s t s of our city come bo prominently 
before the legislature as la the location 
of the state norm ti schools during Mr. 
Brady’s incumbency us senator, and It 
wus gratifying to the citizens of Low­ 
ell to note th a t through the activity, 
the influence and indefatigable efforts 
of Mr. Brady and h er other represen­ 
tatives In the legislature, an im portant 
victory was won, the result of which 
wus the location 
the state normal 
school where It stands today and will 
stand for years to come, an educational 
advantage to present and future gen­ 
erations. 


AS POLICE COMMISSIONER. 
When the late William F. Courtney 
w as elected m ayor of Lowell he real­ 
ized that to the vfTorts of Hon. Peter J, 
Brady more than any other man 
In 
Lowell bin success was due. 
Conse­ 
quently when the time 
came 
that 
Muyor Courtney had to appoint a suc­ 
cessor to the late Laurence J. Hmith 
on the police board, his choice n a tu ra l­ 
ly fell upon Hon. Peter J. Brady. 
So 
d ea rly was Mr. Brady entitled to the 
place on accomnt of his work for May­ 
or Couruney 
and his long years of 
service to the democratic party that 
there was little or no contest for th* 
place. 
The appointm ent was practi­ 
cally 
dictated by public opinion. D ur­ 
ing his term of service as a member of 
the pollee board, Mr. Brady was nev­ 
er"* accused of unfairness or abuse of 
power. 
He stood so far as he could 
against the evil of adm itting a great 
m any new men Into the liquor busi­ 
ness only to be driven out and finan­ 
cially 
ruined

To strengthen a delicate face 
by p retty tresses, to soften a m ajestic 
one by w avy tufts, to redeem the h a rsh ­ 
ness of features by a co n trast, and to 
do all this w ith a few strokes of the 
brush and comb, is indeed an art.

The attem pted Identifica­ 
tion w as made yesterday at the Middle­ 
sex county jail, when Mason was placed 
In a group of six men and when N et­ 
tlier declared he could not say that any 
one of the men had been in his store. 
W hen the 
jeweler’s 
attention 
was 
draw n particularly to the third m an In 
th e line—M ason—he 
announced 
that 
he “m ight have seen that man before.’’ 
So contradictory have been Nem ser’s 
statem en ts with relation to 
the 
de­ 
scription of the man In the case that 
the police have lost faith in his Judg­ 
m ent. 
Such Is their conclusion of the 
m an's 
varying 
descriptions 
of 
the 
m an who sold him the watches stolen 
from Miss Morton and Miss Agnes Me-

ville. 
An Im portant 
detail

The subject of this article first saw 
the light of day on Oct. 29, 1861, in the 
sam e house in which he still lives. At 
the early age of eighteen months he 


was left an orphan owing to the death 
of his father. His m other is a good 
representative of that sturdy stock of 
Irish women whose devotion to their 
families have caused them to gain the 
respect of all classes of people w her­ 
ever C hristianity and civilization ex­ 
ists. Although left with a large fam ­ 
ily at the death of her husband 
Mrs. 
Brady's first thought was to give her 
young son as good an education aa was 
possible under the circum stances, so 
she sent him to the public 
schools, 
which he attended till old enough to 
go to work. 
Being anxious to assist 
his m other he found employment 
in 
Clark's machine 
shop, 
afterw ards 
working in the Middlesex, Carpet and 
Bleachery mills. 
Leaving 
the 
latter 
place he accepted a 
position as clerk 
for the well-known grocery 
firm 
of 
Julius Stiles A Co., and after a short 
term of service he was appointed their 
foreman. H aving served in this 
ca­ 
pacity with the firm for six years he 
branched out into business on his own 
account. The head of 
the 
firm 
in 
those days was Mr. Julius Stiles, a well 
known dem ocrat who had served in the 
board of alderm en and board of over­ 
seers of the poor and whose death last 
spring w’as deeply’ regretted 
by 
all 
classes of citizens. 


EM BARKED IN BUSINESS, 


Since em barking 
in 
business 
for 
himself, Mr. Brady has been very suc­ 
cessful, as by honesty 
and 
business 
capacity he has attained a prominence 
and standing in the grocery trade that 
makes his house second to 
but 
few 
concerns in this vicinity. His success 
in business is due in no small degree 
to his obliging disposition, his readi­ 
ness to assist or accommodate, which 
coupled with a genial generous nature 
makes him hundreds of friends who 
delight in dealing with him. 
Socially, 
Mr. Brady is a pleasant man to meet; 
he is plain and unassum ing 
in 
his 
m anner; an agreeable and entertain 
ing conversationalist and his greeting 
to an acquaintance has a 
cordiality 
unm arred by the thin veneer of hypo­ 
crisy which is too often apparent in 
the m anners of a public man. 
The most charming feature about Mr. 
Brady and the one which wins for him 
the most and the warmest of friends is 
the fact that all through life, as boy and 
as man, he has always oten ready and 
willing to help a deserving person in dis­ 
tress, and if the number of his 
good 
deeds in this respect was known through­ 
out the city, nobody would wonder that 
Mr. Brady is a general favorite, nobody 
would wonder why he has been so popu­ 
lar as a candidate and so highly esteem­ 
ed as a man. His devotion to the Court­ 
ney family as shown by the financial re­ 
sponsibility he assumed during the be­ 
reavements and tribulations which af­ 
flicted that family may be mentioned as 
an instance. 
It may be said without fear of contra­ 
diction that there is not a business man 
in Lowell today who did more to help 
young men Into positions, to find employ­ 
ment for men who had families to sup­ 
port, and to succor distress wherever he 
found it than did Hon. Peter J. Brady. 
But Mr. Brady performs 
all such 
acts of kindness quietly and w!th«” t 
ostentation or promise of reward. We 
all know too well th at some people are 


willing to be philanthropic occasional­ 
ly for the notoriety they get out of it; 
but it has been the fixed habit of Mr. 
B rady’s life th a t he has alw ays been 
ready and anxious to help those who 
called upon him for assistance in any 
worthy cause. 
He has long been a member of vari­ 
ous fraternal societies, including 
the 
Elks, the Foresters and more recently 
of the Knights of Columbus and the 
Royal Arcanum In which he takes a 
keen interest. 
At the social events of all the more 
prominent fraternal organizations in the 
city Mr. Brady is among the 
invited 
guests and is always cordially welcomed 
both as a friend and as a citizen. 
Mr. Brady is a bachelor, 
still 
living 
with his mother in the old homestead oc­ 
cupied by the Brady family for upwards 
of half a century. His mother naturally 
takes a great interest in his career and 
feels Jus|)y proud 
of 
the 
distinction 
which he has achieved. 


THE HON. PETER J. BRADY. 


Hon. Peter J. Brady first entered poli­ 
tics in the fall of ’82 as a candidate for 
the common council. Ho waB threatened 
at the time with disappointment and de­ 
feat, but he went into the contest and in­ 
stead of being beateh, received the high­ 
est vote of any candidate. He was re­ 
nominated and re-elected, receiving the 
highest vote both at the caucus and at 
the polis of any candidate in that partic­ 
ular ward. His two years of service In 
the common council were of such a sat­ 
isfactory nature to his constituents that 
in the campaign of 1884 they nominated 
him for the legislature. Of course lie 
was elected, and on account of his popu­ 
larity the ward broke away from estab­ 
lished custom and gave him the regular 
democratic nomination for the two fol­ 
lowing years. 
This was the strongest 
proof of the esteem In which Mr. Brady 
was held by his constituents throughout 
the district. But lf any further proof 
were necessary it was furnished the fol­ 
lowing year when at the instigation of 


his party he ran independently against 
Mr. Nolan and received a splendid vindi­ 
cation at the polls, thus proving beyond 
all question that he had been cheated out 
of the nomination which belonged to him, 
but of which he was robbed in a snap 
caucus. 
In pursuing this oourse Mr. 
Brady prevented the election of a re­ 
publican. It is true that the republicans 
anticipating his victory, endorsed 
his 
candidacy without any solicitation or 
acceptance on his part, and this can In 
no way be construed against him aa an 
alliance with the republican party. 
SERVICE IN LEGISLATURE. 
During his long tsrm of service in 
the legislature he served upon the fol­ 
lowing im portant committees: print­ 
ing, Housatonic Troy A Greenfield R. 
K. public ‘health and prisons. For three 
years he was one of the monitors of 
the house, a position of considsrable 
importance. As a legislator he was al­ 
ways prom pt and regular in his a t­ 
tendance and on every measure with 


which the democratic party was Men 
tided he was always found laboring 
for Its successful passage. 
His rec­ 
ord on labor legislation is such as to 
entitle him to the vote of every wage 
earner in this district. 
Among the 
many m easures th at were enacted or 
legislated upon while he was a mem­ 
ber of the house may be quoted: The 
Weekly Paym ents bill; Employers' Li­ 
ability bill; Fifty-E ight 
Hour 
Jaw; 
W eaver's Fines bill; 
the 
Australian 
Ballot law; and the Abolition of the 
Poll Tag, all of 
which ^received Mr. 
Brady's endorsement. 
In addition to th# above 
may 
be 
mentioned such great and Just m eas­ 
ures aa the laws 
establishing 
the 
board of arbitration and 
conciliation, 
abolition of contract convict labor, the 
incorporation of labor 
societies, 
the 
making of Labor Day a holiday, 
the 
Tobin Soldiers* exemption 
bill, 
the 
establishm ent of the 110,600 prate re­ 
lief fund for firemen and the Saturday 
half holiday, while he was unalterably 
opposed to the establishm ent of bien­ 
nial elections, all sum ptuary laws and 
such measures aa sought to take away 
from towns and cities 
their 
local 
rights. His opposition to the unjust di­ 
vision of towns, and the giving of ex­ 
traordinary privileges to railroads and 
other corporations 
was especially no­ 
ticeable. 
W ith the members of the legislature 
he was a, universal favorite by reason 
of his quiet and unostentatious 
m an­ 
ner. Hon. Edward M. 
Tucke, 
who 
served with him 
in the 
legislature, 
spoke of him In term s of the highest 
praise. 
"In Peter J. Brady,’’ he said, 
"the democrats have nominated a can­ 
didate who should receive the united 
support of every voter in the party. It 
was my good fortune to serve 
two 
years In the house of representatives 
with Mr. Bradv and during th at time 
I had an excellent opportunity to judge 
his character and ability. 
"He is not an orator, but in the com­ 
mittees, where the 
really 
im portant 
work Is done, he was an 
intelligent 
and Indefatigable worker and his gen­ 
tlemanly bearing and deportm ent won 
for him the respect and confidence of 
his associates in both parties. 
It will 
be a pleasure for me to do my share 
as a democrat In helping to elect him 
and I am sure the wisdom of the con­ 
vention th at placed him in nomination 
will be Indorsed at the polls." 
After completing his 
service In the 
legislature Mr. Brady settled down to 
enlarge his business and it was during 
the five following years that he laid 
the foundation of the extensive groc­ 
ery business which he conducts to­ 
day. 
In 1893, he was nominated for state 
senator and after a hard fought con­ 
test. succeeded in winning 
a signal 
victory over the Hon. Frederick Law­ 
ton. now judge of the superior 
court 
and the following year was nom inat­ 
ed for the senate, but was beaten 
by 
Ether 8. Foss, through the Interven­ 
tion of I'hom as F. Connolly ae an In­ 
dependent candidate. 
RECORD IN THE SENATE. 
While in the senate Mr. Brady ren­ 
dered invaluable service to this city In 


tho prodigious amount of work which 
he performed towards 
bringing 
the 
normal school to Lowell. 
There WM 
no other official who did arn much to 
accomplish that desirable end ag did 
Mr. Brady by personal canvass M d so* 
licitation and bv securing the infiuenoe 
of the m ost prominent members df,| 
legislature to work In Lowell's fat 
securing a normal school. 
Not tow 
many years had the educational Inter* 
eats of our city come so prominently 
before the legislature as In the location 
of the state normal schools during Mr. 
Brady's incumbency as senator, and It 
was gratifying to the citizens of Low­ 
ell to note that through the activity* 
the influence and indefatigable efforts 
of Mr. Brady and her other represen­ 
tatives In the legislature, an im portant 
victory was won. the^ result of which 
was the location of the state normal 
school where it stands today and wilt 
stand for years to come, an educational 
advantage to present and futurs gen­ 
erations. 
AS POLICE COMMISSIONER. 
When the late William F. Courtney 
was elected mayor of Lowell he real-' 
ised that to the effort! of Hon. Peter J. 
Brady more than any other man 
In 
Lowell his success was due. 
Conse­ 
quently when the time 
came 
that 
Mayor Courtney had to appoint a suc­ 
cessor to the late Laurence J. Smith 
on the police board, hts choice natural­ 
ly fell upon Hon. Peter J. Brady. 
Bo 
clearly was Mr. Brady entitled to the 
place on account of his work for May­ 
or Courtney 
and his long years of 
service to the democratic party that 
there was lltWe or no contest for the 
jrtare. 
The appointment wa* practi­ 
cally 
dictated by public opinion. Dur­ 
ing his term of service as a member of 
tho police board, Mr. Brady was nev­ 
er accused of unfairness or abust of 
power. 
He stood so far as h* could 
against the evil of admitting a great 
many new men into the liquor buat- 
neus only to be driven out and finan­ 
cially ruined the following year. In 
reviewing his service upon this board 
it must be said of bim that he made 
the best of a disagreeable position and 
used his influence as best he could te 
prevent the power of the police depart- 
melt and the power of 
the saloon* 
being used to secure, as was the ease 
in previous years the defeat of demo­ 
cratic candidates. For this, at least. 
he should receive the credit to which 
he is entitled. He has passed through 
the board with a clean reputation and 
the man who can do th at must cer­ 
tainly possess in a large degree 
tho 
qualities of integrity, 
official honesty 
and a faithfulness to duty that cep 
mend 
him to the 
community 
as ft 
candidate for any office to which large 
responsibility is attached. 
With his 
successful business as proof of his sa* 
ecu live ability and his bus! ness ca­ 
pacity, with his Irreproachable official 
record In the various offices of trnflfr 
he was called upon to filii, surely we 
have good ground 
to assume that tt 
elected to the honorable position of 
mayor, Hon. Peter J. Brady wiH gleg 
the city what at present It greatly 
needs, th at is, a good clean, honest and 
economical business administration of 
affairs.

The time for bolling vegetables de­ 
pends, of course, upon their freshness 
and size. 
All greens, such as cabbages, etc., ere 
much Improved by being boiled with a 
little carbonate of soda. 
Soda should not, however, be used 
in the case of broccoli or cauliflower, 
which, by the way, requires very care­ 
ful 
boiling, 
or its appearance 
gets 
spoiled. 
Tomatoes are specially good for dye- 
pepsia, and lentils are not only m ost 
nourishing, but most easily cooked and 
digested. 
Potatoes should always be bolled in a 
saucepan specially kept for them. 
If 
the pan Is used for any other vegeta­ 
bles, they will become discolored. 
They are best when bolled in their 
skins. 
W hen peeled, they lose their 
flavor and the salt, which pass out Int# 
the water. They should be all of a Biz*, 
whether large or small. 
Cold turnips, greens or spinach can 
be heated by putting them In a basin 
and placing them In a saucepan of boll­ 
ing w ater over the fire.

released. A new turn has been given the 
mystery by the allegation by Mrs. Sayres 
of W atertow n In Jail yesterday aftern oon 
that Alan Mason was the man who had 
annoyed her in the rooms of tho Natural 
History building, this city, last summer. 
This is Interesting In the light of the 
fart th a t one Soderqnest was convicted 
and sentenced as a “Jack the Slugger,” 
for assault on a woman In tho 
Hume 
building. 
Still another clue for the pollee is the 
statem ent of a W inchester nurse thnt 
she saw a m g ro board a train at North 
Cambridge and leave It at Waverley just 
before the murder of Miss Morton. This 
falls in line with the theory of the Boa- 
ton police thnt the murderer wats a ne­ 
gro and not a w h i t e man. 
So serious has the case become that 
Gov.

O re of the more Important develop­ 
ments of the night was the conclusion 
reached by both the state police and the

Thus 
it is established to the satisfaction of 
the police thnt not onlydid the same man 
sell both watches, hut also It is probable 
th a t the same man committed both of 
the murders. Continuing. In the line of 
inquiry into what the hand writing ofthe 
man may bring forth, the police have a r ­ 
ranged for experts to compare the w rit­ 
ing on the cards with the handwriting 
of Alan G. Mason.

About a month ago ho announced a suspension of the law which sa fe­ 
guards the treasury and extended to national banks the privilege of putting 
up state and municipal bonds as security for deposit of public funds. 
Now 
Secretary Shaw has revoked the privilege and announces th a t the d ep art­ 
ment will complete all transactions actually before it now, but the am ounts 
received and underway carry the experim ent about as far as the d ep a rt­ 
ment wishes to go. 
It seems that this departm ent which is the most im portant in its relation 
to 
the prosperity of the country, is conducted upon the mere whim of 
the 
secretary. 
The departure referred to, it is now apparent, was made to pro­ 
tect the speculators of Wall street. 
If the secretary of the treasury he perm itted thus to nullify the law for 
the benefit of a special class or even a lot of speculators, there Is no tell­ 
ing w hat evil may result. 
These varying phases of financial policy 
are but illustrating the sh o rt­ 
comings of the gold standard aa established by the government. 
The n a ­ 
tional finances have been .juggled every few m onths during the past two 
years; as the treasury departm ent requires to be continually on the alert 
in order to prevent the recurrence of a money panic. 
Already

stringency has appeared in which 
financial disaster w as 
threatened in v a ­ 
rious parts of the country. 
There is no telling when it m ay reappear, even 
in a more dangerous form.

five per rent. 
Money in this city never ought to have risen over six per­ 
cent., if we had a sound financial fiscal policy.

offer this resolution: 
Recent experiences having again dem onstrated the insufficient elasticity

personnel act was

of 
the 
older officers to get out of their w'ay. 
These men were not 62 and were not 
disabled, so the 
public 
interest 
d e­ 
manded th at they should render ser­ 
vice, but the personnel act 
offered 
them the Inducement of promotion to 
the next higher grade to ask for re ­ 
tirement. 
A captain so far dowm the 
list that he would reach the retiring 
age before he reached the grade 
of 
rear-adm iral can secure the title and 
the retired pay of rear-adm iral at once 
by going on the 
retired 
list. 
The 
country loses hts services, but some 
Junior gets a promotion and th a t 
is 
the im portant thing. There is complaint 
th a t the navy Is short of officers, but 
the governm ent goes on offering the 
older ones of those th at it has a large 
financial bonus to retire from the se r­ 
vice. 
The other purpose of the law was to 
give the engineer officers m ilitary ti­ 
tles and rank

which he attended till old enough to 
go to work. 
Being anxious to assist 
his m other he found em ploym ent 
in 
C lark’s m achine 
shop, 
afterw ards 
w orking in the M iddlesex. C arpet and 
B leachery mills. 
L eaving 
the 
latter 
place he accepted a 
position as clerk 
for the w ell-know n grocery 
firm 
of 
Julius Stiles A Co., and a fte r a short 
term of service he w as appointed their 
forem an. 
H aving served in this 
ca 
paclty wTlth the firm fo r six years he 
branched out into business on his own 
account. 
The head of 
the 
firm 
in 
those days w as Mr. Ju liu s Stiles, a well 
known dem ocrat who had served in the 
board of alderm en and board of over­ 
seers of the poor and w hose death last 
spring w’as deeply regretted 
by 
all 
classes of citizens. 


EM B A R K ED IN BUSINESS. 


Since em barking

him self, Mr. B rady has been very su c ­ 
cessful, as by honesty 
and

capacity he has attain ed a prom inence

In business is due in no sm all degree 
to his obliging disposition, his rea d i­ 
ness to assist or accom m odate, which 
coupled w ith a genial generous n ature 
m akes him hundreds of friends who 
delight in dealing w ith him. 
Socially, 
Mr. B rady is a pleasant m an to m eet; 
he is plain and unassum ing 
in 
his 
m anner; an agreeable and e n te rta in ­ 
ing conversationalist and his greeting 
to an acquaintance has a 
cordiality 
unm arred by the thin veneer of hypo­ 
crisy w’hlch Is too often ap p aren t In 
the m anners of a public m an. 
The most charm ing feature about Mr. 
Brady and the one which wins for him 
the most and the warm est of friends is 
the fact that all through life, as boy and 
as man, he has always ot-en ready and 
willing to heap a deserving person in dis­ 
tress, and if the number of his 
good 
deeds in this respect was known through­ 
out the city, nobody would wonder th at 
Mr. Brady is a general favorite, nobody 
would wonder why he has been so popu­ 
lar as a candidate and so highly esteem­ 
ed as a man. His devotion to the Court­ 
ney family as shown by the financial re­ 
sponsibility he assumed during the be­ 
reavem ents and tribulations which a f­ 
flicted th at family may be mentioned as 
an instance.

distinction 
which he has achieved. 


T H E HON. P E T E R J. BRADY. 


Hon. Peter J. Brady first entered poli­ 
tics in the full of ’82 as a candidate for 
the common council. He was threatened 
at the time with disappointment and de­ 
feat, but he went into the contest and in­ 
stead of being beaten, received the high­ 
est vote of any candidate. He was re­ 
nominated and re-elected, receiving the 
highest vote both a t the caucus and at 
the polls of any candidate In that partic­ 
ular ward. His two years of service in 
the common council were of such a sa t­ 
isfactory nature to his constituents that 
In the campaign of 18S4 they nominated 
him for the legislature. Of course he 
was elected, and on account of his popu­ 
larity the ward broke away from estab­ 
lished custom and gave him the regular 
dem ocratic nomination for the two fol­ 
lowing years. 
This was the strongest 
proof of the esteem in which Mr. Brady 
was held by his constituents throughout 
the district. But if any further proof 
were necessary It was furnished the fol­ 
lowing year when a t the instigation of

’w hich the dem ocratic p arty w as iden­ 
tified he w as alw ays found laboring 
for Its successful passage. 
H is rec­ 
ord on labor legislation Is such as to 
entitle him to the vote of every wage 
earner In th is district.

Tobln Soldiers’ exem ption 
bill, 
the 
establishm ent of the 116,060 sta te re­ 
lief fund for firemen and the S aturday 
half holiday, while he w as unalterably 
opposed to the establishm ent of bien­ 
nial elections, all su m ptuary laws and 
such m easures a s sought to tak e aw ay 
from tow ns and cities 
their 
local 
rights. H is opposition to the unjust di­ 
vision of towns, and the giving of ex ­ 
traordinary privileges to railroads and 
other corporations 
w as especially no­ 
ticeable. 
W ith the m em bers of the legislature 
he w as a .universal favorite by reason 
of his quiet and unostentatious 
m an ­ 
ner. 
Hon. Edw ard M. 
Tucke, 
who 
served w ith him 
in the 
legislature, 
spoke of him In term s of the highest 
praise, 
"In P eter J. B rady,” he said,

norm al school to Lowell. 
There wa# 
no other official who did as much to 
accom plish th a t desirable end as did 
Mr. B rady by personal canvass and so­ 
licitation and bv securing the Influence 
of the m ost prom inent m em bers cif ,* 
legislature to w ork in Low ell's fat 
securing a norm al school. 
Not 
for 
m any years had the educational Inter­ 
ests of our city com s so prominently 
before the legislature a s ta the location 
of the sta te norm al schools during Mr. 
B rady's incum bency as senator, and It 
w as gratifying to the citizens of Low­ 
ell to note th a t through the activity, 
the Influence and indefatigable efforts 
of Mr. B rady and her other represen­ 
tatives In the legislature, an Im portant 
victory w as won, the resu lt of which 
w'as the location of th e sta te normal 
school w here It stands today and will 
stand for years to come, an educational 
advantage to present and fu tu re gen­ 
erations.

ARIS, Oct. 25.—Coiffure is ranked 
as one of the chiefest of the 
decorative arts, Inasmuch as its 
function is to adorn the m ost 
perfect of n atu re’s w ork—W'oman. 
The 
hair is the only adornm ent we can feel 
perfectly certain wilt outlive us. It has 
been found bright and glossy in a tomb 
where all else th at once lived had 
ceased to exist; so there is a long lived 
excuse for women’s vanity In this p ar­ 
ticular. 
To strengthen a delicate face 
by pretty tresses, to soften a m ajestic 
one by w avy tufts, to redeem the harsh 
ness of features by a co n trast, and to 
do all this with a few stro kes of the 
brush and comb, is indeed an art. 
In m ost nations the arrangem ent of 
the hair has always formed one of the 
principal duties of the toilet, and the 
caprices of different races and epochs in 
this respect are very rem arkable and 
Interesting. 
The Hebrews and Greeks 
considered long hair a beauty, while 
the Egyptians regarded It as an in­ 
cumbrance and cut it off, substituting 
light wigs. The Greek women evolved a 
style of hairdressing which has been 
used in a modified form ever since their 
epoch and is the basic law of all sarto ­ 
rial art. The Roman ladies used artifi­ 
cial hair, dyed their own, sprinkled it 
with gold dust and arranged it In fanci­ 
ful devices. 
So desirable was a fine 
head of hair considered th a t it became 
sacred and was often dedicated to the 
gods. 
Plucking it out or neglecting it 
w as a sign of grief. The Rom an Chris­ 
tian women, on the other hand, were de­ 
nounced by St. Paul for wearing the 
hair uncovered. They wore an opaque 
veil forming a hood in place of piling 
their h air in some shape. 
The Roman 
girls rebelled against hiding so substan­ 
tial an aid to beauty under a veil and 
copied the Greek style of hair arrange­ 
ment. 
So you see that hair has from 
tim e immemorial been woman's crown­ 
ing glory, w hether it grew on the head 
of the owner or was only a borrowed 
grace. In the time of Anne it reached 
its height of eccentricity, being piled 
mountain high until one pities even the 
pictures of those top heavy ladies. 
Mine. de Pompadour has given her 
nam e to a style of hairdressing which 
has been the prevailing mode with us 
for years, and I wonder how m any who 
familiarly call her name while discuss­ 
ing 
this 
popular 
hair 
arrangem ent 
know who she was. 
It is curious how- 
little things will produce effects, while 
great ones go by unheeded. 
W e have become weary of hearing 
that the pompadour is doomed. 
It is 
with us yet in all its glory, but very 
much lower and softer In Its outlines. 
For the m atron nothing is more digni­ 
fied and becoming than the stately and 
■tiff pompadour, with a cushion to keep 
It In place. 
The stout woman should 
alw ays arrange her hair in this fashion. 
It adds the necessary height.

So she w'ent to nature for her materials, 
and the deft way In which she has h an ­ 
dled these gifts has been the wonder of 
centuries.

which w ater could be carried and food 
cooked over a fire. 
An Indian girl has 
made a w ater carrier so beautiful In 
shape and design that a collector of 
basketry has paid 11,800 for it. 


All the Indian work is symbolic. Some 
meul plaques have been made by them 
which depict the creation of the world— 
that is, the Indian’s idea of th at event. 
Ramona, the heroine of Helen H unt 
Jackson's romance of th a t name, sym ­ 
bolizes her life in basketry. The design 
on her basket representing a sta r as­ 
cending possibly symbolizes the spirit 
of Allessandro, w’ho, though dead to her 
in this W’orld, rem ains the guiding star 
of her life. 
How fascinating and in­ 
structive would be a study of this raffia 
work! But to try to understand the In ­ 
dian m eaning without the interpreta­ 
tion of the m aker w-ould be a very diffi­ 
cult task and one better left to tile stu ­ 
dent of research. 
Raffia work has been very success­ 
fully taught In institutions for the fee­ 
ble minded, and, although It does not 
yield much of an artistic result, the 
pleasure and profit to these poor Imbe­ 
ciles have been great. 
If one becomes 
an expert in w-eavlng raffia or rush, 
m any attractive and useful presents 
can be mude for Christmas. Nowadays 
tho holiday present is not the useless j 
little nothing with “Merry C hristm as” 
daubed over It, but a useful gift which 
preserves the nam e of the giver In tho 
mind. 
Especially prized would be a 
basket made by the donor. 
A sweet 
grass basket to hold a pair of scissors 
would be a nice little remembrance for 
the woman who is continually wonder­ 
ing where her scissors are. 
It looks 
like an old fashioned hair receiver with 
two pockets and m ay be hung up or 
carried on the w rist. 
A pretty receptacle in which to keep 
knitting is a crescent shaped basket on 
a stand, the wide opening adm itting of 
the taking out of the needles in a com­ 
fortable manner. 
A lingerie basket in 
raffia is a new development In this line. 
Picture frames, ham pers and scrapbas- 
kets are always useful. 
Like every other kind of successful 
work, this raffia weaving involves p a ­ 
tience and perseverance before perfec­ 
tion can be attained, but the woman 
who persists will be rewarded ab u n ­ 
dantly In health, happiness and artistio 
possessions.

VEGETABLES

EG ETA B LES should always ba 
boiled in plenty of w ater—all, 
th a t Is, except peas. 
By this 
m eans any unpleasantness of flavor la 
carried off. 
W here vegetables are known to bs 
less digestible than others it is a good 
plan to parboil them ; 
then, 
having 
poured aw ay the first water, boil them 
again in a fresh supply. 
The time for boiling vegetables de­ 
pends. of course, upon their freshness 
and size. 
All greens, such as cabbages, etc., ar* 
much improved by being bolled w ith a 
little carbonate of soda. 
Soda should not, however, be used 
in the case of broccoli or cauliflower, 
which, by the way, requires very care­ 
ful 
boiling, 
or its appearance 
gets 
spoiled. 
Tomatoes are specially good for dys­ 
pepsia, and lentils are not only m ost 
nourishing, but most easily cooked and 
digested. 
Potatoes should always be boiled In a 
saucepan specially kept for them. 
If 
the pan is used for any other vegeta* 
blea, they will become discolored. 
They are best when bolled In their 
skins. 
W hen peeled, they lose their 
flavor and the salt, which pass out int* 
the water. They should be all of a size, 
whether large or small. 
Cold turnips, greens or spinach can 
be heated by putting them In a basin 
and placing them In a saucepan of boll­ 
ing w’ate r over the fire. 
P u t on the lid 
and steam till warmed through. 
Another method of heating cold broc­ 
coli, etc., Is to mince the greens or spin­ 
ach very finely, let them get very hot 
in the oven, then place them on rashers 
of fried bacon with poached eggs on th* 
top. This makes a very appetizing dish. 
Serve vegetables directly they ar* 
done. 
They should not be allowed to 
remain in the water for a moment after 
they have once been bolled.

a teaspoonful of salt, a tablespoonful 
of starch and a few drops of arnica 
have been added.
